Committee of Jurists Pre- 
pares Report That Will 
Exonerate Holland of 
Irregularities. 


WAYMAN WILL FIGHT IT. 


State’s Attorney Has Threat- 


ened to Carry Charges of 
“Fixing” Above the 


Body of Inquiry. 


Unless unexpected changes are made in the 
final draft of the report of the committee 
of judges appointed to investigate the 
charges made against the jury commis- 
sioners’ office by State's Attorney Wayman, 
Jury Commissioner John J. Holland will be 
exonerated and it will be recommended that 
he be reinstated and given full pay during 
the period of his suspension, beginning last 
September. 

Despite the secrecy of the deliberations of 
Judges Barnes, Honoré, and Rinaker, who 
compose the investigating committee, it be- 
came known yesterday that all of the com- 
missioners, Including Mr. Holland, who was 
indicted and found not guilty of the charge 
of jury ring, would be given a clean 
bill of health and that the general charges 
of Mr. Wa) man would be found baseless. 

The judges have finished the drawing, but 
will give ita fina] inspection before submit- 
ting it. No changes, however, are said to be 
contemplated, 


Wayman to Ask: Hearing. 

It is expected that the presentation of the 
report will cause a sharp controversy be- 
tween the judges and State's Attorney Way- 
man, who probably will ask to be heard by 
the body of judges after they receive the 
committee report. The state's attorney in 
his final argument at the hearing threat- 
ened to carry his contentions above the com- 
mittee if they were not upheld, and, failing 
td find support there, to stand on the charges 
in a plea to the public. It even has been 
proposed by friends of the state's attorney 
that he deliver a series of public speeches 
on Conditions in the Jury Commissioners’ 
Office.” 

One of the questions which the investi- 
gating committee is said to be wrestling with 
is what recommendations, if any, shall be 
made concerning changes in the methods of 
selecting jurors. It is likely that changes 
in the present jury law will be advised. 

Friends of Holland have contended from 
the beginning of the hearings by the com- 
mittee last fall that nothing has been brought 
to light to involve him in.any irregularities 
in connection with the choosing of jurors, 
and that his vindication and recommenda- 
tion for payment of his salary during his 
enforced absence from work would be only 
a matter of justice. 


Wayman Claims He Proved It. 


On the other hand, the state’s attorney 
and hie friends who attended the hearings 
declared that the evidence adduced bore out 
every claim made by Mr. Wayman in his 
charges. Mr. Wayman went even farther in 
asserting that he had been able to introduce 
certain evidence heard at the hearing in the 
trial of the jury “ fixing case against Hol- 
land, Willis J. Rayburn, and “ Nick” Mar- 
tin, that the trial would have had a different 
ending. 

Although the evidence disproved that there 
had been any actual substitution of jury 
cards, the state’s attorney contended that 
the testimony of the Jury commisetoners and 
the clerks in the office showed that the care- 
less handling of jury cards and the lack of 
systematic methods made it easily possible 
for one man to pack a grand jury or tamper 
with the petit jury box. At the conclusion 
of the presentation of his case Mr, Wayman 
declared that every charge he had made had 
been proved by the testimony of witnesses. 

The mass of testimony and the wide scope 
of the inquiry by the judges will necessitate 
a lengthy report of the findings at which the 
committee will arrive. It is planned that 
copies of the report shall be printed and dis- 
tributed among the entire body of Cook 
county jurists for their use at the meeting of 
the bench to formally receive the report. It 
also is the plan of the committee to submit a 
summary of the evidence to the judges.

Gowns of St. Louis Brewer's 
Daughter Attached for Debt. 


DENTIST ASKS $25 AN HOUR. 


Miss Nellie Anheuser’ Refuses It and 
Stands Siege in Rooms. 


Miss Nellie Anheuser, member of a well 
known St. Louis family of brewers, an un- 
paid dentist’s bill of $25 an hour for many 
hours, a bailiff, and two lawyers, played a 
thrilling farce at the Congress hotel last 
night as an unscheduled curtain raiser to 
the opera. 

Dr. Robert Good, though he did hot appear 
on the scene in person, played the Villain 
in the comedy which threatened to prevent 
the attendance of two young and beautiful 
women at the opera which they had come 
hundreds of miles to hear. 

For the dentist, hearing that Miss Anheuser 
had come to Chicago and knowing that an 
heiress who is reputed to receive $500 a week 
bin money is apt to fill her trunks with jew- 
elry and expensive gowns on such an occa- 
sion, took advantage of the situation in a 
radical manner. 

He attached Miss Anheuser’s personal ef- 
fécts in her room at the Congress early in 
the evening, and installed his lawyer and a 
bailiff to await the payment of the bill. 


Girls Deflant; Summon Help. 

After a few hysterics, Miss Anheuser and 
a girl friend who had accompanied her from 
St. Louis, sent out frantic telephone calls for 
help. These appeals were answered by Ed- 
mund F. Meyer, treasurer of the Stratford 
hotel. 

When de arrived at the scene of battle he 
found the besieged young women in defiant 
possession of half of the apartments, gazing 
longingly at the unattainable opera gowns 
and wraps laid out in preparation for the 
dazzling of the élite of Chicago at the per- 
formance of Otello.“ 

The representatives of the law in posses- 
sion of the treasured clothing explained that 
they would depart immediately on the pay- 
ment of the debt, but Miss Anheuser 
scorned this suggestion as a matter of 
principle.“ She insisted the means taken 
were highly ungentlemanly and improper. 
It was explained that the court clerks had 
been seen, and that the papers had been 
taken out at such a late hour that the news- 
papers could not get them, thus making it 
sure that if the money were paid at once 
there would be no notoriety. 


She Never, Never Would Pay. 

About then the reporter for Tux TRIBUNE 
called up to ask “ how about it.” 

Since publicity thus became certain Miss 
Anheuser vowed that she never, never, 
never would pay the debt.“ 

But she want to go to the opera and she 
did not want to leave her room and all that 
it contained in the possession of a Chicago 
bailiff. 

So a new scheme was devised. Mr. Meyer 
gave his bond for the amount of the debt and 
the invaders retired. 

. Shortly thereafter Miss Anheuser admitted 
the reporter to her room to show him in 
thorough Missouri style that the story he 
had mentioned over the telephone was non- 
dense and quite without foundation. 

Vor several minutes the two girls demon- 
strated unquestioned ability as actresses. 

Why how ridiculous!” Miss Anheuser ex- 
claimed. “I never heard of such a thing 
You can just see for yourself.

“I never will pay the bill. I will fight it 
to the end in tle courts first.

He chafged $25 an hour for his time and 
gave me poor work. And then to think of 
his attaching my things this way. I sup- 
pose he told the papers when we refused to 
pay.

“Tt is an unwarranted insult to the papal 
secretary of state, known to be a high minded | 
gentleman, and a most scrupulous upholder 
of the dignity: and honor of the holy see, to 
attribute to him, thoughts and motives in- 
spired otherwise than by a deep gense of his 
duty to his exalted office. 


Could Not Act Alone. 

„ Besides we are not for a moment to im- 
agine that he acted alone and without know!l- 
edge and approval of the holy father and his 
usual advisers.

SUPREME TRIBUNAL ACTS 


Grants Leave to Former Judge F. P 
Sadler to File His Petition Attacking 
Legality of Act. 


The Supreme court of Illinois granted 
leave yesterday to former Municipal Judge 
Frank P. Sadler to file his petition attack- 
ing the conestitutionality of the Municipal 
court act and asking a writ of mandamus 
againet Chief Justice Harry Olson to compel 
hig reinstatement to the bench in Chicago. 
The summons was issued, returnable in five 
days. 

It became probable that the validity of 
the act would be questioned from three 
sources. The issue was raised yesterday ina 
suit filled by Cook county against the Cosmo- 
politan Life Insurance company to recover 
a judgment for back taxes. The question 
came up before Judges Chytraus, Mack, and 
Smith in the Appellate court. Assistant 
County Attorney Louis Behan contended that 
the Municipal court was a city court, estab- 
lished under the general city courts act, and 
moved to appeal the case to the supreme trib- 
unal. 

Attorneys for the insurance company took 
the stand that the Municipal court existed 
by virtue of special legislation and was not 
governed by the general act. The court gave 
no opinion and granted the motion giving 
leave for an appeal. 

The third test may come with quo warranto 
proceedings instituted by, Attorney J. Ham- 
Uton Lewis and several others purely as a 
matter of law to test the validity of the act.

Clark Street Restaurant Patron Slain-~ 
Former Friends Quarrel in Factory, 
One Is Murdered, 


In a quarrel over the payment for a 10cent 
meal James H. Royden. a marine fireman, 
was shot and killed last night by Frank 
Schwab, cashier at a Pittsburg Joe res- 
taurant, 308 Clark street.

Schwab lives at 140 Willard court,

Son of Railroad Builder and Pio- 
neer Wins Heart in Brief 
Courtship. 


Walter Francis Dilingham, who is to 
marry Mise Louise Gaylord, daughter of Dr. 
and Mrs. Charles Adams of Winnetka and 
niece of John J. Mitchell, is on his way to 
Italy, where the wedding will take place on 
May 2. Mr. Dillingham, who won the heart 
of Miss Gaylord while she and her family 
were in Hawaii a week last fall, is the son of 


a pioneer railroad man of the islands. He 


is in New York now. 

When Mise Gaylord goes back to Honolulu 
as the bride of Mr. Dillingham she will be in- 
stalled in the residence of his father in Puna- 
hou. The grounds cover almost a block and 
are within a stone's throw of the palace of 
the late Claus Spreckel# The bridal couple 
will oocupy this residence only during the 
absence of Mr. Dillingham’s parents in 
Europe. -They will be present at the mar- 
riage of their son in Florence. 

Young Dillingham has given a contract 
for the erection of a dwelling at Waikiki, 
within the shadow of Diamond Head, the 
landmark familiar to all visitors to Honolulu. 
It will be designed with a view to entertain- 
ing on a large scale. 


Born in Honolulu in 1875. 


Walter Dillingham was born in Honolulu 
on April 3, 1875. He attended Punahou school 
in his home town and was graduated from 
Oahu college. Then he was sent to Newtown 
military academy, on his return to the islands 
entering the office of the Oahu railway as 
accountant and remaining two years. After 
that he went to Harvard, where he took a 
special course for three years, and on return- 
ing to the islands again entered the service 
of the railway company. 

About ten years ago the father incorporated 
his Interests under the corporate name of B. 
F. Dillingham company, Limited, and his 
two sons became interested. When federal 
improvements were mooted at Pearl harbor, 
Walter Dillingham took notice and was a bid- 
der for the great dock and for dredging the 
channel. He organized the Hawaiian Dredg- 
ing company and got the contract. 

He is a good hand at golf and tennis and is 
one of the crack polo players of the terri- 
tory. 

One sister is the wife of Gov. Frear, for- 
merly chief justice of the territorial Supreme 
court. Another is married to the Rev. John 
Erdman, who is connected with the board of 
missions in Japan, and a younger brother 
married a Miss sabe of San Francisco 
last year. 


Father’s Rise 11 Business. 

Mr, Dillingham, the father, went to Ha- 
wall many years ago and married a daugh- 
ter of one of the old missionary families. 
He became interested in business affairs 
there and in, time associated himself with a 
hardware business. He prospered and when 
his partner expressed a desire to retire Mr. 
Dillingham brought him out and floated a 
company which did the bulk of the hardware 
buSiness in Hawaii for many years. 

But he saw possibilities for transportation 
such as the islands never had enjoyed. Sugar 
plantations on the island of Oahu, on which 
Honolulu is situated, were springing up, and 
he saw a need of transportation facilities te 
earry their product. Dillingham built a _rail- 
way, Which has beén a great money maker. 
He owns more than 51,000,000 interest in 
the line. 

Fifteen years ago he realized the advantage 
of feeders, and new plantations were started 
and the Oahu Railway and Land company's 
tracks were extended to them. 

Mr. Dillingham’'s interests on the island of 
Hawaii are almost as large as on Oahu. He 
built one railroad to carry the freight from 
a plantation he floated at Olaa, Hawaii, 
and is now extending the line to the north so 
it will reach a half dozen more big planta- 


tions. 


WHAT IS GOOD ICE CREAM? 
EXPERTS TRY TO DECIDE IT. 


Only 30,000 Bacteria Per Cubic Centi- 
meter, Says State Food Board—Not 
Enough, Reply Makers. 


The question of what shall be considered 
good ice cream and what not was discussed 
yesterday by members of the state food 
standard commission and representatives of 
the Illinois Ice Cream Manufacturers’ asso- 
ciation. 

The ice cream men contended for a “no 
standard” for ice cream products. They 
said that the suggested definition of what 
constitutes ice cream and the proposed m 
mum of bacteria that might be contained by 
every cubic centimeter of ice cream rendered 
it practically impossible for them to con- 
tinue in the manufacture of the product. 

The commission urged that no ice cream 
should contain more bacteria than could be 
easily digested by an ordinary person, that 
all the ingredients of the food should be 
wholesome, and that there should be a rule 
requiring that the product be truthfully 
labeled. 

The ice cream men said that they were not 
opposed to strict regulation as to the quality 
of their product, but objected to any so-called 
standard that would limit the number of 
bacteria per cubic centimeter to 30,000, which 
was the figure stated in a composite defini- 
tion offered. by the commission.

Property owners and residents of the block 
between Thirty-second and Thirty-third 
streets on Vernon avenue haye bended to- 
gether to prevént the ren and sale of 
property there to negroes. There are already 
five colored families in the block and it is 
planned to oust them. 

The embryo organization is the outcome 
of an indignation meeting held last night at 
the house of Samuel P. Wilson, 3232 Vernon 
avenue, an investigator for the Douglas 
Neighborhood club. About twenty persons 
answered the call of Mr. Wilson to attend. A 
second meeting at which the organization of 
the protective association is expected to be 
completed will be held tomorrow night. 

The immediate cause of the meeting was 
the threatened coming into the block of an- 
other family of negroes. Mr. Wilson then 
notified his neighbors. 

After each of those present had 3 
himself it was decided that the proper thing 
to do was to protest to the real estate agent 
who had the handling of the property about 
to be taken.

A sign on the window of the house showed 
that W. H. Bowers & Co., State and Thirty- 
first streets, was the renting agent. The 
méccting was at once adjourned to Mr. Bow- 
ers’ oftice after he had been called up on the 
telephone at the Lakota hotel.

“with Bowers. The agent told the delegation 
that he rented to colored people because the 
owners of the property had ordered him to 
do sa. He said that the negroes had gone into 
Vernon svenue to stay. e said that there 
were many colored people of means who 
wanted better places than those on Dearborn 
and State streets, which were not repaired 
by white owners. 

“If they have the money to pay for prop- 
erty and are willing to pay it, I cannot pre- 
vent them from doing so,.“ he declared, “If 
you wanted to keep the negroes on Dearborn 
street, why didn’t you see to it that the white 
property owners from whom they rented 
erected attractive buildings for their ten- 
ants? ”’ N 


Try to Find White Renters. 


Mr. Bowers finally told his callers that if 
they would take it upon themselves to see 
that white families were found for the rent- 
able property in the block he would defer to 
them in the matter. Thatis the primary pur- 
pose of the proposed organization.’ .

Payne Says Plank in the Hoosier 
Platform Sounds the Doom 
of Beveridge. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. ] 

Washington, D. C., April 6.—[Special.}— 
President Taft stirred up much political in- 
terest when he decided today that he would 
not visit Indianapolis on his approaching 
western trip in May. The assurances from 
the White House are that the cancellation of 
the tentative date at Indianapolis is because 
of a lack of free time in the president's 
prospective St. Louis and Cincinnati trip. 

Zlsewhere the declination to visit Indian- 
apolis is ascribed to the president's wish not 
to conflict in the Hoosier state with the 
Beveridge program as outlined in the state 
convention’s platform. Critics unfriendly 
to the president say that his cancellation of 
the Indianapolis visit is due to the failure 
of the Indiana convention to indorse the 
turiff law, and to the attack made in the con- 
vention by Senator Beveridge upon the tariff 
and upon the president’s indorsement of the 
Vill. 


5 Want Him to Reconsider. 

That the Indianians wish Mr. Taft to re- 
@onsider became apparent this afternoon. 
Telegrams were received at the White house 
from former Vice Presideht Fairbanks and 
trom several leading business men of Indlan- 
polis, urging the president to change his 
mind and arrange for an Indianapolis 
Speech. f 

Nos statement was forthcoming from the 
White House, further than a cenial from Sec- 
retary Carpenter that the withdrawal of the 
‘tentative Indianapolis engagement was a re- 
“puilt of the Indiana convention's action on 
Tuesday. 

Friends of the president say that if the 
State convention's attitude had any part in; 
his decision it was this: That the chief ex- 
ecutive found himself in the embarrassing 
position of being unable to discuss public

Illinois counties entirely dry number thir- 
ty-two. The net result of Tuesday's down- 
state battles over the saloons was complied 
yestercay from the election returns and 
shows a net gain for the wets of six, as thir- 
ty-eight counties were without saloons be- 
fore the local option question had its latest 
tryout. 

Towns or cities in nine counties that had 
been entirely dry went into the wet column 
in Tuesday's elections. The counties that 
thus were removed from the all dry list are 
the following: 

Boone, Champaign, Coles, De Witt, Greene, 
Mercer, Macon, White, and Winnebago. 

In partial offset for these losses the drys 
gained territory giving them complete con- 
trol of Pike, Schuyler, and Warren counties. 
Other than these three the list of dry coun- 
ties stands as follows after Tuesday’s losses: 

Brown, Clark, Clay, Crawford, Cumber- 
land, Douglas, Edgar, Edwards, Gallatin, 
Hamilton, Hardin, Jasper, Jefferson, John- 
gon, Knox, Lawrence, Menard, Massac, Moul- 
trie, Morgan, Piatt, Pope, Richland, Saline, 
Scott, Union, Wabash, e and William- 
son. 


Shields Is Not ieee 

It is hard to see a bright side to the elec- 
tion results, admitted James K. Shields of 
the Anti-Saloon league. for the wets car- 
tainly gained much ground. That means 
simply that we who are opposed to saloons 
must turn tm and work all the barder—and 
we are going to. 

“The gnal of the Anti-Saloon league is 
county local option, and we intend to make 
the strongest fight in our history, first to 
elect a friendly legislature and then for the 
desired amendment to the local option law 
by which counties may we for or against 
the saloons.“ 

Although beaten in beer on the face 
ot the returns, the drys are planning a con- 
test. The city of Decatur went wet, but, with 
a dry mayor and council, saloon licenses 
may be refused. 

The Prohibition party leaders seized upon 
Tuesday's results to demonstrate their con- 
tention that saloons could not be driven out 
and kept out except by a partisan movement, 
with an organization to maintain the ground 
won. The belief of the Prohibitionists is that 
their party, which had hard sledding while 
the saloons were losing ground, now will 
gain strength and will be able to elect sev- 
eral members of the Forty-fifth general as- 
sembly. 


Towns Seek Opening Dates. 


When can the saloons reopen? 


This is a mooted question in many towns. 


and citfes. Aurora lawyers state that as 
soon as the vote has been canvassed and the 
result certified to the city council or the town 
board that body may instruct the clerk to 
receive from the former saloon men license 
fees from the date they make applicatiOn 
until May 31, and that licenses shall be issued 
to the same persons so long as they intend 
doing business in the same places they were 
in when they were voted out, for the period 
including May 31. which is the termination 
of the license year of most cities. 
' State’s Attorney Tyers of Kane county 
states, however, that in his opinion that sec- 
tion of the local option law which species 
that saloons are to be given thirty days after 
election in which to go out of business when 
territory is voted dry also is operative when 
territory again becomes wet, thirty days be- 
ing the limit for dry territory after a wet 
election.

Leaders of Liquor Dealers’ Association 
Declare They Will Not Aid Men Who 
Defied Law. 


Revocation of saloon licenses as a punish- 
ment for those who violated the law of the 
state and defied the mandate of Mayor Pusse 
that all saloons be closed during Tuesday's 
election was approved yesterday by officers 
of the Liquor Dealers’ Protective associa- 
tion. 

Secretary M. J. Mg¢Carthy and R. J. Halle, 
editor of the Champion of Fair Play, and 
connected with the internationa: organiza- 
tion, said that not a hand would be lifted by 
them to save from punishment a liquor dealer 
found guilty, whether a member of the asso- 
clatfon or not. 

“ The liquor dealers have received repeated 

nings from us, said Mr. Halle, and if 
théy now find themselves in difficulties be- 
cause of their persistent disregard of the 
laws, they have only themselves to blame. 

Our association will not aid them, but 
will approve any punishinent that may be 
visited, even if it should be revocation of 
their licenses.”’ 

Forty saloonmen who kept their places 
open on Tuesday were arraigned in the Mu- 
nicipal courts. All who asked continuances 
were granted them. The largest number 
appeared at Harrison street, where seventeen 
made their pleas to Judge Wells.

CHICAGO’S SUBWAY LOOMS 
BIG BEFORE THE COUNCIL. 


Expected to Be Chief Subject in the 
Mayor’g Message of April 13— Big 
Year in Prospect, 


Chicago's subway will be the big thing 
in Mayor Busse's message to the new council 
when it convenes on April 13. This was dis- 
closed yesterday in the city hall, where it was 
also reported that the communication would 
open the door to the best year of construc- 
tion and activity in the history of any ad- 
ministration. 

Besides the proposed subway, which Mayor 
Busse’s ambition is to see started before his 
term expires, the important measures which 
will de treated in the message as matters for 
the lawmakers to decide include the fol- 
lowing:

HUSBAND PROPERTY OF WIFE? 


Appeal of Road to Supreme Court 
Brings Strange Point. 


‘FIGHTS A DAMAGE SUIT. 


Woman Had Received Payment for 
Injuries to Herself, 


Washington, D. C., April 6.—Whether a 
husband may be considered the personal 
property of his wife ts one of the questions 
at stake in the suit of Mra, Josephine King 
against the Southern raflway company, 
argued today before the Supreme court. 

The suit is for damages. In 1903 Mrs. King, 
her husband, A. O. King, and ber daughter. 
Miss Inez, were riding along a country road 
in Georgia. A high bank obscured the view 
of the tracks of the Southern railway com- 
pany. As they got squarely upon the track 
a train struck them, killing King and in- 
juriag the wife and daughter. Mrs. King 
get damages in the state courts for injuries 
to her person. She also sued on the death 
of her husband. It is this suit which was 
argued here today before the Supreme court. 

In the lower court the raflroad company 
contended that the recovery in the state 
court for injuries to her person estopped 
Mrs. King from maintaining an action for 
the death of her husband. 


Opinion of Lower Court. 

The Circuit court, in passing on the judg- 
ment of Mrs. Kfhg for $8,250 for the death of 
her husband, considered the argument by the 
railroad. 

“The contention is made that the injuries 
to the person of the wife and the loss oc 
casioned by the death of her husband,” said 
the court, “ constitutes a single cause of ac- 
tion and that separate actions will not He. 


This contention appears to be seriously made, | 


but in the practice and procedure of the sev- 
eral states it would appear to be a legal nov- 
elty without law or precedent. If it be con- 
ceded that the deceased husband was the 
‘personal property ot the plaintiff herein, 
then the ‘contention would be supported by 
the decisions of every state court but one. 


No Precedent Is Provided. 
“Where injuries to the person and the 
physical property of the Injured party oceur 
out of the single tort. then, and in that event, 
the tort te the person and the = con-

Several Institations Mentioned 
as Ultimate: Principals to 
Profit. by. Graft. 


Pittsburg. Pa., April 6.—The climaz prom- 
ised in the Pittsburg graft exposure came 
today with the presentment by the grand 
jury of a report in which is recommended the 
indictment of Frank N. Hoffstot, president 
of the Pressed Steel Car company. 

The court ordered indictments drawn 
against Hoffstot in accordance with the pre- 
sentment—namely: on two counts of bribery 
and one of conspiracy to defraud the city. 

The presentment reads that Hoffstot shall 
be ordered to appear as witness, and in case 
he does not do so immediately that the 
attorney of Allegheny county proceed forth- 
with to extradite him.“ 

Simultaneously with the presentment ip 
open court came a plea of Emi! Winter, presi- 
dent of the Workingman's Savings and Trust 
company, that he had no defense to make 
to the charge that he gave a $20,000 bribe to 
former Councilman Morris Einstein. 


Findings in the Presentment. 
The following are some of the findings in 
the presentment: 

That Frank N. Hoffstot, president of 
the Pressed Steel Car company and 
president of the German National bank 
of Allegheny, paid to Charles Stewart, a 
former select councilman, $52,500. 

That the money was a bribe used in in- 
fluencing the votes of councilmen to pass 
an ordinance naming three banks in which 
Hoffstot was interested as official depos!i- 
tories of the city’s millions. 

That the t —— Was arranged to 
be made in New York City and took place 
there in June, 1008, in order, if possible, 
to avoid criminal lability in ANegheny 
county. 

That Hoffstot also solicited from James 
N. Young, cashier of the Second National 
bank of Pittsburg, $21,000 t~ be paid to 
Stewart to insure the select! a» of the Sec- 
ond National as one of the favored city 
depositories. 

That in accordance with the findings it 
be recommended that indictments charg- 
ing conspiracy and bribery be returned. 


Banks Named in Case. 
The banks named ultimate principals 
to profit by the bribes alleged to have been 
paid by Hoffstot to Stewart are: 

The Farmers’ Deposit National bank. 

The Second Nationa! bank of Pittsburg. 

The German National bank of Allegheny. 

In addition to these three the Columbia 
National bank of Pittsburg, the German Na- 
tional bank of Pittsburg, and the Working- 
man's Savings and Trust company of Alle- 
gheny were named as city depositories in 
the ordinance passed July 9, 1008, over the 
mayor's veto. 

Hoffstot, as president of the Pressed Steet 
Car company, one of the largest industries 
of its kind in the country, recently figured 
prominently in the public eye while a strike 
was on at his plant in McKee’s Rocka. Dur- 
ing the several months’ suspension there 
were many riots and many persons killed 
and the state troops were called out. 


Hoffstot Remains Silent. 

When informed at his New York residence 
tonight of the presentment, Hoffstot said; 

“I always leave business behind me at the 
office, and now that I am home I cannot dis- 
cuss this matter. Tomorrow, when I go 
downtown and look thingswver, I may have 
something to say, but until then you must 
excuse me.“ 

Hoffstot is best-known as president of the 
Pressed Stee] Car company. But, in addition, 
he is president and a director of the Canada 
Car company, limited; the Chicago and Calu- 


Car and Foundry company. He also is sec- 


retary and treasurer of the South Shore rall- 
road.

HOT SHOT AT INSURGENTS. 


President Taft Praises Hebrew Feople 
as Good Citizens,

Washington, D. C., April 6.—(Special. }— 
“Why. if some of our so-called ‘ wisé’ 
Americans had lived in the time of Pilate 
they would have gone into competition with 
Judas, and would have. sold thelr master 
for tem pieces of silver,” declared “ Uncle 
Joe Cannon at the B'nai B'rith national 
banquet tonight. 


“Unele Joe brought a characteristic 
speech to a close with lightly veiled thrusts 
at the insurgents which his audience thor- 
oughly enjoyed. 

Organisation is the only medium through 
which progress can be achieved,” he de- 
clared. “I have little wee for the seif- 
constituted wise man who abounds here 
and there in our country, who decries organi- 
sation, and who will not co8perate for legisia- 
tion or for general progress. 

“If you wait to join in organized advance- 
ment until you have perfection, you never 
will have ap organization. Once in a while 
you find men in political organizations who 
will not play because the organization can’t 
be perfect. I declare that through organiza- 
tion and the choosing of wise policies we will 
approach perfection of legislation and legis- 
lative action. 

“The men who come within the ranks and 
carry on their demagogic fight against the 
organization because it is not perfection 
are either unwise statesmen or first class 
demagogues/’ 


Taft Gives Jews Praise.

NOT GUILTY, SAYS WIDOW: 


‘Accused Woman Asserts She 
Was Not in House When 
Banker Was Slain. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) I 

Watseka, III., April 6—{Special.]—A blood 
test, supported by the testimöny of expert 
witnesses, was offered by the defense in the 
Sayler murder trial today in an effort to 
controvert the state's theory of a planted ” 
hand ax in the death chamber several hours 
after the killing of John Byron Sayler last 
July. 

It the hand ax which Has been exhibited 
day after day in the trial had been plant- 
ed by the accused several hours after the 
killing, when the blood spiled in the encoun- 
ter had dried, there could have been no blood 
on the ax, according to the defense. 

Four witnesses have testified that there 
were blood spots on the ax. Because of the 
blood tests, made last Sunday, the defense is 
prepared to argue that the blood spots on the 
ax got there in the encounter. The test 
proved. according to the testimony of Dr. H. 
H. Bisseil and Dr. G. W. Ross, that a spot of 
blood as large as a quarter will dry in thir B - 
seven minutes. Eight tests were made and 
the time of drying, according to size, was 
from seven to twenty-six minutes in the ma- 
jority of cases. 


Lawyer Furnishes Means for Test. 

The idea, which was that of Attorneys Free 
P. Morris and J. W. Kern, is said to de a new 
one in the trial of murder cases. The test 
was made by the physicians in the presence 
of two attorneys. ‘ The blood useg was taken 
from Attorney Kern's hand. The blood was 
allowed to drop from a height of three or four 
feet to sheets of paper and to a piece of car- 


pet. : P 

The test was suggested by the testimony of 
witnesses that blood was scattered all over 
the carpet and over a piece of white paper 
where the hand ax wasfound. Witness after 
witness for the state has declared that the 
hand ax was not in the room with the body 
shortly after the killing. but was seen there 
much later in the night, lying on 3 blood 
stained paper. The defense seeks to estab- 
lish that the blood stains on the ax could not 
have come from the bloody paper nor the 
carpet at a time hours remote from the shoot 
Sng, but dripped from Dr. Miller's wound. 


Mrs, Sayler on the Stand. 

Mrs. Lucy Sayler took the witness stand 
today in defense of herself and her co-defend- 
ants, Dr. W. R. Mii and John Grunden, 
who are charged with the murder. Revela- 
tions concerning the financial straits of her 
husband were made by Mrg. Sayler. She 
recited the details of the night of the shoot- 
ing, but insisted that she had left the rooms 
and gone across the street before any shots 
were fired.

I 
dot know what government contracts there 
are that would naturally go to Bethlehem, or 
in which Bethlehem would have an oppor- 
tunity to bid. I can only sa? this—that I am 
utterly opposed to the principle of a boycott. 
“ Every issue ought to be settled on its own 
merits. If the Bethlehem work isn’t up to 
contract, then the government ought not to 
give the contracts to it. If it is, then the 
gontracts ought to go to it without regard 
to controversies that Bethlehem may have 
with third persons, whether those third per- 
sons be customers or employés. 
“If Bethlehem doesn't do good work it is 
for the government to find out and to act 
on it, and to refuse its contracts on that 
ground, and not because it is concerned in 
a fight or in a controversy with its enf- 
ployés.”’

Of Long Ago and Today. 


EFORE 1900 archeologists had t de- 
cided that the classical age of Greece 
Marked the most remote period in which 
traces of art or civilization could be 
found.

Crete is not only the forerunner of Grecian 
Civilization but the birthplace and home of 
many of its deities—even Rhea, the mother of 
Was born in Crete and had a temple there 
Dand Crete had a golden age centuries before 
that of Greece. 0 
The cities, temples, statues, art objects in al 
metals, and other evidenves of remotest civilizs- 
tion found on the island are all described briefly 
and modestly in “CRETE: THE FORERUNNER 
OF G „ by Charles Henry Hawes and 
Harriet Boyd Hawes (Harpers), a little book 
which admirably illustrates the romance of 
archeological research. It is a fascinating re- 
cital. As Arthur J. Evans, who edits the volume, 
Says in his preface, the recent discoveries in 
Crete have added a new horizon to European civ- 
sation and added a new standpoint from which 
to survey not only the ancient elassical world oi 
Greece and me but our own modern world as 
well. Mr. and Mrs; Hawes are practical Cretan 
research workers, each having contributed valu- 
able discoveries.

An English critic recently questioned the value 
of the Rhodes scholarships from the imperial 
point of view, claiming tnat residence in Eng- 
land unfitted men from the various colonies for 
returning home to give their strength to the up- 
building of the life there. In like manner a 
good many Americans have wondered whether 
the education of orientals in the United States 
is followed by satisfactory results for the land 
of their origin. What becomes of the Chinese, 
Japanese, and Filipino students after they com- 
plete their training here? ‘ 

The question is fully answered in the case of 
one student at least in “MY LIFE IN CHINA 
AND AMERICA” (Henry Holt & Co.). It is the 
story of Yung Wing, who was the first China- 
man to graduate from Yale college, which gave 
him his bachelor’s degree in 1854 and afterwards 
honored him with that of doctor of laws. Merely 
as a biography it has much interest because of 
the easy style of the narrative, the faithfulness 
to details, and the oriental observations on west- 
ern civilization. But it has far greater value as 
He returned 
to China after his Yale years were over, the 
voyage requiring 151 days. He found that 
he had forgotten his native language and had to 
learn it anew. He ma le slow progress toward 
the realization of a plan to secure the education 
in foreign lands of maay Chinese young men in 
order to make them better fitted for service to 
their own nation in later years. It was a curious 
turn of affairs that made a trip to Europe and 
America in search of machinery for the manu- 
facture of arms the incident which opened thse 
way to distinction and to the accomplisiment 
of his desires.

“ROMAN LAW IN MEDIASVAL BUROPE.” Hs 
does not try to trace the history of Roman law 
in the middle ages in all its stages or details, 
but he does attempt and succeeds in characteriz- 
ing the chief epochs of this development in west- 
ern Europe. The history of many curious proced- 
ures in old European law is traced to Roman 
origin. The solidity, logic, and justice of the 
Roman article recommended it to all nations 
which were without settled codes of law, and 
there was a general acceptance of Roman legal 
ideas and forms. Mr. Vinogradoff gives some 
interesting stories of how these were acquired in 
some cases In the juridical literature of Ger- 
many in that day may be found a curious in- 
stance in the so-callej “ trials of Satan.” It was 
a favorite concept of theologians to expound tho 
doctrine of salvation by using the form of a c- 
titious trial. The object was to show that by the 
Savior’s sacrifice hell had lost its power over

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mankind, and that tha atonement consequent 
upon that sacrifice coull be claimed as a matter 
not only of grace but of justice. The procedure 
as outlined is most interesting.

EZRA-NEHEMIAH STUDIES. By Charles G 
Torrey, professor of Semitic languages in Yale 
university. (Chicago University Press.) No oae 
of the Old Testament writers has a more indi- 
vidual manner, both as to the use of the mate- 
rials of historic writings and literary style, than 
the writer of the two books of the Chronicles. 
To a curious degree the books of Ezra ana of 
Nehemiah contain large portions conceived and 
written in what seems to be exactly the same 
manner and style. The same is true of the 
apochryphal book of Esiras, which has come 
down to us in Greek. All this is intensely reli- 
gious in tone and spirit. His manifest rreedom 
in the use of the ‘historic imagination is pheno:a- 
enal. He seems to have a wonderful vividness 
in his visualizing sense of everything about 
which he writes. He sees whatever he has to 
gay. Whatever he narrates it is as if he him- 
self were there. Equally notable is also the ap- 
pearance of having a strange memory for words. 
Nothing could be more vivid and realistic than 
his reputed dialogues and official document, 


There can be no question as to the fascination ot 


his narrative or the moral and religious earnest~ 
ness of it. If there be an element of fiction in 
it, it ig fiction founded on fact, in the totality of 
its representations containing the pith and gist 
of that which was most vital in the forces at 
work, the conditions involved, the lessons of per 
petual pertinence. Nobody accuses Shakspeare 
of inveracity any more than we do the supreme 
poets and novelists. It should be so with this 
dramatic “chronicler.” 

According to Prof. Torrey, as claimed and ar- 
gued in this scholarly bock, the cnronicler had 
set himself to the task of indicating the develop- 
ment of the religious life and ideas of the Jewi in 
people during the Persian period following the 
Babylonian eile.“ Whether the traditional 
idea as to the degree to which the development 
of the religious life was as much affected by the 
so-called “exile” as has commonly been up- 
posed is a question on which Prof. Torrey comes 
to his own conclusion, the reasons for which he 
has here stated strongly and with marked inter- 
est. As a literary study of one of the great and 
highly unique human documents/of the old wor'd 
it is worthy of particular attention.

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On an Immigrant Ship 


from Fiume to Naples. 
BY GEORGE A. DORSEY, PH. D., LL. D.

OME, Italy, Jan. 17.—On the afternoon of 
Jan. 7 I sailed from Fiume, Hungary, to 
Naples. The voyage, as such, was un- 
eventful. Its interest lay in the fact 
that I had as fellow travelers ut 1.500 
individuals bound for the United States. There 
were Magyars, Germans, Roumanians, Croa- 
‘tians, Slovenians, and Bulgarians. There are 
certain incidents of this voyage and certain im- 
pressions formed during our call at Palermo 
and our landing at Naples which bear more or 
less directly on the subject which I have come 
to Europe to investigate. 

Perhaps the most striking difference one 
meets in passing from Hungary to Italy is in 
the attitude of the two governments toward the 
subject of emigration. Of Hungary's attitude 
I have spoken from time to time. Of the atti- 
tude of Italy I shall have more to say when I 
am in possession of more details and am more 
certain of my facts. But that there is a differ- 
ence is at once apparent. 

Wherever you go in Italy you are conscious 
of the fact of the existence of emigration... You 
are conscious of this in Hungary, but, as a fact, 
it is not so apparent. The outward manifesta- 


tion is in the prominence given in Italy to ad- 


vyertisements of steamship companies who s0- 
licit emigration trade. The movement to Amer- 
fea is a veritable mine for steamship compa- 
nies. For a steamship company to solicit emi- 
-grants in Hungary is a serious offense. 


Hungarian Law on Emigration. 

The Hungarian law on this point is explicit 
and interesting. The following three para- 
graphs are from the law concerning emigration, 
which went into effect Sept. 1 of last year: 
. “Whoever entices persons to emigrate who 
; are excluded therefrom by law, likewise who- 
¢ ever entices persons to emigration by speech at 
any assemblage, or by the distribution of print- 
ed matter, written or illustrated representa- 


tions, or by the exposition of public (printed) 
reviews, is to be punished on account of miss- 


demeanor by an imprisonment of not less than 
six months nor more than three years, and by a 
fine of not less than $200 nor more than $800. 


“ Whoever commits for business purposes any 


ai} act described in the preceding paragraph, or if 
such an individual commits this act, who 
cording to the present law its a felon, or who 
has already been punished on account of mis- 
demeanor, and ten years have not elapsed since 
his punishment was tndergone, is to be pun- 
ished with imprisonment of not more than five 
years and by a fine of not less than $400 nor 
more than $1,600.

fitness to satisfy our immigration laws, which 


deny entrance to those affiicted with certain 
diseases or otherwise Hable to become a public 
charge. The party most interested in this ex- 
amination and weeding out process is the steam- 
ship company itself, which will be obliged: to 
bring back any who are not admitted. The 
emigrants are inspected especially with a view 
to determine whether they are afflicted with 
trachoma, hernia, or skin disease. They are 
also inspected for infectious diseases, and they 
and their baggage are fumigated. They enter 
the ship in a long line, in single file, each in- 
dividual again being subjected to an examina- 
tion by a physician for trachoma. To each pas- 
senger, before embarkation, had been assigned 
the number of the bunk to which he is directed 
after entering the ship. 

When I attempted to go through the steerage 
quarters I was refused admission and told that 
none might enter without permission from. the 
captain. In giving this permission, the captain 
related an interesting occurrence which once 
happened when he was leaving Italy with a 
load of Italian emigrants. Permission had. been 
given to some cabin passengers to go through 
the steerage quarters. They had not progressed 
far when a mob of angry Italians surged up 
toward the bridge and. demanded that they be 
given permission to inspect the cabin quarters. 
This incident seems thoroughly in keeping with 
Italian spirit. It is hard to imagine a similar 
objection being raised by this crowd from Hun- 
gary and adjacent territory. They might resent 
thé intrusion, but I cannot think of their utter- 
ing a violent protest. 


In the Steerage Quarters. 


Steerage quarters have been so often de- 
scribed that I need not relate what I saw. The 
character of the company is a sufficient guar- 
antee of the sanitary nature d general 
cleanliness of the quarters, but as traversed 
‘the steerage deck, which extends practically 
from stem to stern, I was struck with the 
ingenuity displayed in finding space for the 
2,000 or more bunks. The condition in these 
quarters during rough weather must be bad. 


Certainly no ship resorts to such extremes in 


the transportation of valuable horses. N 

_ The men’s smokeroom, with every porthole 
closed even when at anchor, was black with 
smoke and crowded with card players, But 
even here, as amongst the people themselves, 
whether on deck or at their meals, there was no 
trace of viciousness or of degeneracy. 

As I passed among the crowd from time to 
time, I was struck with the fact that they were 
always in groups, the line of cleavage being 
always language. Often the groups could easily 
be distinguished one from another by their 
characteristic costume. That many in the 
crowd were returning to America for the second 
time was evident from their shoes, their blue 
jean overalls, or other evidences of thé Ameri- 
can workingman’s costume. They were an or- 
derly crowd, peaceable, quiet, self-respecting, 
well behaved. Not a beautiful crowd: and on 
board ship not appearing to the same advantage 
that they do in their own fields or gardens. 

I was impressed with the number of middle 
aged and old women in the crowd. Also the

The anchor of the Saxonia had not struck 
the floor of Palermo bay before it was evident 
that we had entered another world of culture. 
Library and smokeroom are locked, we are 
warned to keep our doors locked and those in 
the steerage are sharply looked after by the 
ship’s crew, that they are protected from the 
nimble witted, nimble fingered Sicilians. 

Within an hour of our anchoring I have heard 
more noise than in the previous six months, the 
noise of men wrangling, shouting, and reviling 
each other. Perhaps the most interesting thing 
I saw at Palermo was men dragging the bottom 
of the bay alongside our ship, with nets. They 
were rescuing empty bottles, old meat bones, 
heads of fish, and other truck rejected by the 
ship. The curious thing was not what they 
brought up in their nets, but how little of the 
stuff they threw back into the sea. 

And then we come to Naples. And in an 
hour, barring sounds I heard at Palermo, I have 
heard more noise, been assailed with more 
kinds of dirt and beggars, importuned by more 
voracious venders and subjected to more petty 
annoyance than I have had since I landed in 
Budapest on Aug. 1. Surely Italians are not 
Hungarians. Italian culture is not Hungarian 
culture. Whether one is better than the other 
But there is no doubt of 
the difference.

Notes from Foreign Lands. 


The income of $435,000 which, according to a 
recently issued treasury account, the prince of 
Wales drew last year from the duchy of Corn- 
wall, shows a notable increase in the value of 
that estate since 1837, when it brought only

Health and Beauty.

HE reason home shampoos are so seldom 
effective is because the soap is not suf- 
. ficiently. rinsed out of the hair. Many 
women use a thimbleful of hot water in 
a stationary washstand bowl, a small 
amount of soap, and consider one change of 
water sufficient. This leaves the hair stiff and 
dry. As a consequence Of the soap remain- 
ing in it the hair falls out. Unless you 
can use a spray with constantly running 
water at an even temperature, you should have 
a receptacle large enough to hold four or five 
gallons of water and change this three or four 
times, or oftener, until you are sure every p! 
ticle of soap is out of the hair.

Impurities accumulate quickly in combs and 
brushes. After using them they should be wiped 
with a soft cloth; this helps to keep them clean. 
Two or three brushes should be in use, go that 
when one becomes soiled another is ready to take 
ita place. A thorough washing twice a week in 
soapy water, with a drop or two of ammonia, 
will keep them clean and sweet. Rinse in tepid 
water and stand on end in the sun or where 
there is a current of air. The brush should al- 
ways be dried as quickly as possible, or the bris- 
tles will be softened. Sometimes the hair is 
greatly benefited by using a fresh comb every 
day. There should be half a dozen or more, to 
avoid cleansing one daily.

EGGS ‘CHANTECLER’ ON BILL. 


Leetle Onion” and Tripe Fit for the 
Gods“ Also on the List.

There was Theodore Pierrot, chef at the 
Congress hotel, with the latest delicacy, 
“Eggs Chantecler.” Here's the recipe, 
vouched for by M. Pierrot himself: 

Soft poached egg, breaded and fried. 

4 tartelette shell filled with purée of enions 
cooked in cream. " 

A round piece of cooked smoked tongue on top 
of the purée, the egg on top of that, and a Spanish 
pimento like a cock’s comb on top of the egg. 

And then, too, . was Charles Merkle, 
chef of the Union gue club, with a favor- 
ite delicacy, and Firmin Delpire, who pre- 
pares the delicacies at the Edelweiss restau- 
rant, with “tripe, mode de cream —tripe 
fit for the gods, according to the verdict of 
the diners. ; 


Tripe That’s Fit for the Gods. 
Here is the way it's made: : 
Take a whole roe tripe, four calves’ feet, 
a ham bone, four pounds of salt pork. Take 
an earthern jar, line it with thin slices of the 
pork, in the middle plant a kitchen bou- 
quet,’ cut the tripe in pieces four inches 
square, and lay in alternate layers of tripe, 
ham bone, and calves’ feet. Take twoquarts 
of tomato meat, a gallon of stock, a quart of 
cider. Season with salt and crushed black 
pepper, seal hermetically, and cook in a slow 
oven for twelve hours.“

CHARGE POISON IN MACARONI; 
U. S. SEIZES FIVE CARLOADS. 


Deputy Marshals Take Thousands of 
Boxes from Chicago Stores After 
Analysis Discloses Martius Yellow.

Deputy United States marshals yesterday 
seized five carloads of macaroni, which the 
federal authorities declare contains martiua 
yellow, a poisonous coloring matter. 

The macaroni was shipped to Chicago firms 

by two St. Louis concerns, V. Viniano & 
Bros. and 8. Viviano & Bros. The seizure 
was made only a few hours after it had been 
delivered at the stores here. 
At the store of A. Russo & Co., 468 Wes* 
1,725 boxes of macaroni 
were taken; from G. Matalone, 832 Austin 
avenue, 3,800 boxes were taken; Bragno & 
Mustani, 718 South Halsted street, lost 1,635 
boxes, and 1,950 boxes were taken from the 
store of Antonio Morici & Co., 134 East Oak 
street. 

The discovery of the coloring matter, al- 
leged to be poisonous, was made by Dr. A. L. 
Winton of the government food and drug 
laboratory here after some of the macaroni 
was seized last February to be used as evi- 


| dence in a case charging misbranding of their 


product against the St. Louis concerns. 
Following Dr. Winton's analysis Robert 
Young and James R. Garner, food and drug 
inspectors, began an investigation which 
ended in the seizure of the five carloads.

Latter Practically Agree t0 
Boost Coal Rates Over Pro- 
test of Local Interests. 


APPEAL MAY BE. MADE. 


S. P. Stockholders Authorize, by

A struggle between the railroads entering 
Chicago and the Illinois coal operators and 
manufacturers is likely to result from a de- 
cision of the ro to advance coal rates into 
the city from the Lilinois and Indiana mines 
from 8 to 12 cents perton. Such a decision 


several fruitless meetings between represen- 
tatives of the roads and the shippers, at which 
the latter protested against any advance in 
rates in this section unaccompanied by simi- 
lar advances in competitive territory. 

A committee of coal operators representing 
both the INinois and the Indiana fields and 
representatives of the Illinois Manufactur- 
ers’ association and the Chicago Association 
of Commerce met the railroad men during the 
morning. The latter practically stood pat, 
stating that an advance in rates had been or- 
dered by the roads’ executive officers, and 
that they considered Illinois and Indiana 
rates too low as compared with others. 


May Go Into Effect May 15. 

At a meeting last week the roads agreed to 

withhold the filing of their tariffs for two 
weeks, instead of making them effective May 
1, as originally intended. It is now under- 
stood that the rates will be put in effect May 
15. By that time a complaint to the Illinois 
railroad commission, and probably to the 
interstate commerce commission will be made 
on behalf of the shippers, probably by the 
Illinois Manufacturers’ association. 
The Manufacturers’ association already has 
made an informal complaint to the Illinois 
commission, and, as it was found that the 
proposed rates are below the maximum scale 
prescribed by the commission, an effort will 
be made to have the maximum lowered.

The 
present wholesale price is 22 cents a dozen, 
while a year ago, in spite of smaller re- 
ceipts, it was 20 cents a dozen, and two 
years ago 15% and 16 cents. 

“In order to keep prices here at a high 
level, the representatives of the trust are 
paying in the west, where they are appar- 
ently attempting to drive out all the small 
operators, a price equal to 30 cents per case 
more than can be obtained in the open mar- 
ket here.”’ a

The petty graft that 
would follow would avail them nothing, 
and attempts of a more flagrant nature 
would come home with disastrous conse- 
quences to them, as well as to the petty 
gangsters in the council. 

The second reason concerns the com- 
munity which preserves in its “memory 
still the days of gang government and is 
ready to rise as it rose in the 908 to pro- 
tect itself against the insolent corruption 
of which nonpartisan organization was and 
is the chief preventive. Rope and ready 
lamp posts were once threatened, but no 
such nf®asures need be considered now. 

The committee on committees will pro- 
ceed to its deliberations undisturbed by 
grave fears that its work will be endan- 
gered in the open council. The task before 
it is perhaps more delicate and difficult 
than it has been in recent years. But it is 
also exceptionally important. The per- 
sonnel of the committee on elections, which 
will bear the chief burden of solving the 
redistricting problem, must be most care- 
fully considered. Party, faction, and in- 
dividual interests complicate this problem 
beyond hope of an adjustment entirely 
compatible with the best and largest in- 
terest of the community. But the nearest 
reasonable approximation to a fair, far 
sighted, and public spirited readjustment 
of ward boundaries is devoutly to be 
wished, and the degree in which redis- 
tricting conserves the real welfare of the 
city considerably depends upon the men 
who are chosen to the committee on elec- 
tions. Upon these men the party leaders 
will bring to bear their paramount in- 
fluences. But the direction of the law is 
plain, and if men of backbone, devoted to 
the purpose of redistricting the city in the 
public interest, are placed on this commit- 
they will get 


from the civie agencies at work for good 
government. 


‘gas, oil, and electric light is another ques- 
tion of exceptional importance in view of 
the coming revision of the gas rates. This 
is a matter as to which public opinion is 
active and a satisfactory revision in the 
interest of the consumer is demanded. To 
that end men should be chosen upon whom 
the public can depend and knows it can 
depend. 

The election brought about a most de- 
sirable clearance of the health commit- 
tee, which can be and should be remade 
to support the measures of the health de- 
partment instead of to obstruct or defeat 
them. The recent attack, led by Ald. 
Hey, upon the pasteurization ordinance 
has emphasized the neglected importance 
of this committee, which should be mate- 
rially strengthened. 

And generally in its work we believe 
the committee on committees may rely 
upon a positive public opinion fairly well 
crystallized and able to express itself de 
cisively. The committees should be made 
up as nearly as possible with this in view, 
and if the slate is attacked the public 
will take part in the fight. That will be 
of distinct advantage to the community, 
directly and indirectly. 


INSURGENCY AND THE TARIFF. 

Senator Beveridge’s address at Indian- 
apolis is the best statement of the in- 
surgent position on the tariff yet made m 
the country. The utterance is courageous 
and timely. In other words, it is sound 
politics, and the quicker the leaders of the 
Republican party recognize this fact the 
better for the party. 

There are distinguished men in Whsh- 
ington who neither think as Senator Bev- 
eridge does nor believe that the rank and 
file of the party are behind him and those 
who think as he does, 

The explanation of this is dimple. These 
distinguished men do not keep in touch 
with the people. Perhaps the affairs of 
state absorb so much of their attention 
that they are compelled to do themselves 
this injustice. Perhaps they have a re 
luctance, not unfamiliar in the great, to 
hear what is unpleasant tnough true.

In the present temper of the country 
Tue TRIBUN® believes such a commission 
is called for as an assurance that there 
exists in the Republican party a prac- 
tical purpose to deal with the tariff 
scientifically for the common welfare 
rather than to leave it forever at the 
mercy of contending special interests, 

So far as the Democratic party is con- 
cerned, the people know or should know 
from its record, from the facts emphatical- 
ly brought out by Senator Beveridge con- 
cerning the opposition by the Democrats in 
congress to adequate tariff revision, that 
its public protestations bear a very slight 
relation to its leaders’ purposes. The hopes 
for a broad and effective revision con- 
sistent with the public good still can be 
founded only on the preservation of a Re- 
publican majority in both houses of con- 
gress. The best friends of sane revision 
are among the Republican leaders, and 
to the Republican party the nation must 
still look for constructive progress through 
legislation. 

As Tue Trisune believes, the issue lies 
between progressive Republicanism ex- 
pressing the sentiment and convictions 
and answering the needs and demands of 
the people, and, on the other hand, stand- 
pattism and reaction among some of the 
party leaders who, like many of the con- 
spicuous men of the Democratic party, 
have ceased to respond to the will of their 
own party rank and file or to sympathize 
with their ideals.

cannot be altogether welcome to this extremely 
level headed young officer, who, now military attaché 
of the Ottoman embassy at Berlin, is still regarded as 
leader of the military element of the Young Turk 
party at Constantinople. In fact, Enver was the mé@v- 
ing „ (rit and the brains of the military pronuncia- 
mento that extorted a constitution from Abdul Hamid, 
and which put an end to the rule of the infamous 
Yildiz Kiosk ring. . 

Although the highest offices were within his grasp. 
and he could have had the portfolio of minister or 
the grade of general. he declined everything of the 
kind, ere — even promotion to a scolonelcy, and re- 
turned to/ his post as military attaché of the Ottoman 
embassy at Berlin, with his former grade of major. 
When Abdul Hamid attempted the coup d'etat last 
spring, which resulted in his deposition, Enver hast- 
ened from Berlin to Salonic! and assisted the Fen- 
eralissimo, Shefket Pasha, in placing Mahomet V. on 
the throne, again returning quietly to Berlin as soon 
as his task was completed. In spite of all that has 
been said to the contrary, the Young Turk party still 
remains the power behind the throne, and the present 
sultan, aware of its strength and of the fact that it 
is subject to the direction of Enver, even though he 
is so far away at Berlin, wishes to assure himself | 
against being deposed in his turn by allying the young | 
officer, in a matrimonial sense, to the imperial family. 

—~o 

When the sultan thus bestows a princess of his 
house upon one of his subjects: it is officially regarded 
as so great an honor that it cannot be declined under 
any circumstances, no matter whether the woman ig 
homely or good looking, shrewish or good tempered, 
old or young. At the same time Enver must know 
perfectly well that the men thus distinguished by the 
sovereign always are regarded with a certain amount 
of contempt by the people and lose most of the pres- 
tige which they may theretofore have possessed. They 
are known as “ damads,” which has become almost @ 
term of contempt. 

Moreover, when a Moslem weds a princess of the 
reigning family, he ceases to be master in his own 
house, and even in his harem. It is she and not he 
who is supreme, and while she often may give him 
cause for jealousy, yet she will not tolerate any other 
wife, or even odalisque, in his seraglio. He is con- 
demned to monogamy, in spite of the fact that the 
Koran concedes four wives to the true believer. 

= 

The father-in-law of Khedive Tewfik, El Hamy 
Pasha, found this out to his cost. For, married to 
one of the most imperious daughters of Sultan Med- 
jed, she took such exception to his having shown some 
signs of admiration for a young girl among her at- 
tendants that one day she caused to be placed before 
him a silver dish, on which, when the cover was re- 
moved, he saw the severed head of the unfortunate 
odalisque. That taught him a lesson of constancy; 
and it has always been my conviction that if Khedive 
Tewfik was a strict monogamist, and was the most 
faithful of husbands, it was because his terrible and 
cruel old mother-in-law lived most of the year at 
Cairo with her daughter, the khediviah, and that he 
probably feared that the latter might have possibly 
inherited some of the maternal decision of character. 

Under the circumstances it is easy to understand 
that, afthough the princess affianced by the sultan to 
Enver Bey is young and is beautiful, the major has 
requested that the marriage might be delayed for two 
years, in order that he might complete his education 
abroad and render himself more fit for the honor in 
store for him. In two years’ time there is much that 
may happen, and before 1912 possibly he may be able 
to evade the projected matrimonial alliance.

Gen. Fecia di Cossato, whose engagement to Mme. 
von Siemens has been officially announced at Rome, 
is a senator, and until last winter? when he retired in 
consequence of having reached the age limit, was in 
command of the Ninth army corps, embracing the 
entire military district of Rome and of the surround- 
ing country. He is a member of an old house of the 
Roman provincial nobility, commanded the grand ma- 
neuvers of the Italian army last fall, has had a most 
dis Nnguished career, which commenced with the war 
of 1859, and came prominently before the public in 
connection with the duel which he fought about three 
weeks ago with the Republican deputy, Chiesa, who 
had taken upon himself to denounce Mme. yon Siemens 
as an Austrian spy, without a vestige of principle, 
and as making use of her beauty and great fascina- 
tions to infatuate senile generals in order to extort 
from them secrets concerning the military defenses 
of Italy. 

I have ere this had occasion in these letters to dis- 
cuss Mme. von Siemens, whose large income, amount- 
ing to some $50,000 a year, bequeathed to her by her 
first husband, Werner von Siemens, should absolve 
her from any suspicion of being a paid spy of Austria. 
By birth she is Swiss, hails from the city of Berne, 
and as a young girl rejoiced in the name of Eleanora, 
or Nora, Fussli, her father being a well known Swiss 
painter. Werner von Siemens, her husband, was the 
son of Charles Siemens, the latter being known as 
“the Russian Siemens,” in order to distinguish him 
from his three brothers. 


~~ 

Werner married in 1882 a Russian woman of the 
name of Natalie Gavrilouk of Odessa. This union was 
dissolved by divorce in 1874, and in the same year the 
Russian ex-Mme. von Siemens became the wife of 
Baron Axel von Varnbuler, plenipotentiary of the king 
of Würtemberg at Berlin, while Werner von Siemens 
bestowed his name and his hand upon Nora Fussli. 
When the latter became a widow she married Frey- 
doun Malcolm Khan, who was at the time Persian 
minister at Rome, and a son of Nazen Malcolm Khan, 
who headed the first Persian embassy to the United 
States during the presidency of Buchanan. 

Freydoun Malcolm's marriage with Mme. von Sie- 
mens was annulled after a year, on the ground that 
he already had a Persian wife living, and she there- 
upon resumed her previous name of Mme. von Sie- 
mens. Her one aim and object is to hold a salon and 
to surround herself with distinguished people who 
would be subject to her influence, It is this anibition 
that has led to her being assailed by people ignorant 
of the sources of her wealth as a foreign spy, the 
impression being strengthened when it became known 
that the late Gen. Saletta, who died as chief of the 
general staff of the Italian army, had appointed her 
executor of his will, though not his legatee.

Sir Evelyn John Ruggles Brise, who has been ap- 
pointed by the English government to be its principal 
representative at the international prison congress to 
be held at Washington this year, is one of the best 
known men in London seciety and in great demand 
at dinners, being a most agreeable conversationalist. 
He is president of the government commission which 
has the control of all the penal institutions of the 
united kingdom, and ‘is known by criminologists 
throughout the world as the founder of the so-called 
Borstal system of treatment of the younger criminal 
class, which may be said to consist of a combination 
of indeterminate sentences, the imparting of general 
instruction and of the knowledge of trades, and, in 
one word, in the training of incipient criminals into 
useful citizens: 

He is the son of Col. Sir Samuel Ruggles Brise, 
member of parliament for East Essex, and after leay- 
ing Eton, where he was captain of the cricket eleven, 
went to Oxford, where he distinguished himself on the 
football field and became the favorite pupil of Jowett 
at Balio]. Just thirty years ago he obtained, through 
open competition, a clerkship in the home department, 
became private secretary in turn of Sir William Ver- 
non Harcourt, Lord Cross, Hugh Childers, and Lord 
Liandaff, and at the end of ten years was promoted 
to a commissionership of prisons.

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JOYCE SEEKS FEDERAL AID 


Ordered Back to Joliet; He Ap- 
peals to Judge Landis. 


ASKS HABEAS CORPUS WRIT. 


Attorney General to Petition for Su- 


preme Court Rehearing. 


Federal aid for the release of Joseph J. 
Joyce, ordered returned to the state peni- 
tentiary by Judge Barnes yesterday after- 
noon, was sought later in the afternoon by 
Attorney Frank Reed, counsel for the con- 
vict. 

Attorney Reed made an application for a 
writ of habeas corpus before Judge Landis 
in the United Siates District court. Argu- 
ments on the application will be made on 
April 18. 

The petition for the writ, which was filed 
by the clerk of the United States District 
court, charges that Joyce is being held in 
violation of the constitution of the United 
States. 

Joyce is now in the county jai) pending 
the outcome of the fight for his release from 
custody. 


Charges in Petition. 

Following are some of the charges made in 
the petition filed in the federal court: 

That the order issued by E. J. Murphy, 
warden of the state penitentiary, seeking 
to reimprison Joyce is illegal. 

That the warrant upon which Joyce is 
held was issued by a person unauthorized 
to issue it. 

That Joyce’s imprisonment by the sheriff 
and jailer of Cook county: is in violation 
of the fourteenth amendment of the con- 
stitution of the United States. 

Judge Barnes’ Opinion was brief: 

After the prisoner was taken back and 
admitted a violation of his parole before the 
pardon board on the charges made by the 
warden he needed no further hearing.“ Judge 
Barnes said. ‘I will remand the prisoner to 
the state penitentiary.’’

Coincidentally with Judge Barnes’ decision, 
a request from Attorney General Stead for 
leave to file at once a supplementary petition 
for rehearing in the Joyce case was granted 
by the State Supreme court at Springfield.

BANK REFUSED CREDIT. 


Warm March Said to Have 
Cheapened Corn and Caused 
Many Heayy Losses. 


Board of trade men were startled yesterday 
when the secretary of the exchange posted a 
notice that W. H. Merritt & Co., one of the 
best known firm in the trade, had failed. 
Coming 30 soon after the Burns-Yantis fail- 
ure, the suspension created considerable ex- 
citement, as it was feared it might be the 
— of financial) troubles for other 

rms. 

The notice that all concerns having trades 
open with W. H. Merritt & Co. should close 
them out at once was immediately 
after the opening of the market, and at noon

house into the hands of 4 receiver. 


Caused by Conditions of Market. 


The firm has been in the highest standing 
in the grain trade for many years, and but 
for unfortunate conditions prevailing in the 
corn market the last few weeks would not 
have been compelled to liquidate. 

The liabilities were placed at $100,000 by 
Eugene L. Merritt, Junior member of the 
firm, and the assets at approximately 8350. 
000, indicating that the creditors would be 
paid in full if the concern is not compelled to 
sacrifice its resources. 

The Merritt elevator, at Ninety-eighth 
street and the Calumet river, has been owned 
and operated by the firm formany years The 
assets consist of this property, about $100,000 
in open accounts receivable, and outstanding 
contracts on grain, which are understood to 
show a substantial profit. 

It is understood the immediate cause of the 
suspension was the failure of the campany to 
obtain an extension of credit at the Bank of 
Montreal. It was stated that this bank held 
the major portion of the firm's collateral 
and had refused further aid. Back of this is 
the gradually sinking corn market, which 
has proved disastrous to several houses. 


Local Banks Hold Aloof. 


The cash corn, which usually is considered 
excellent collateral for loans by local banks, 
now is regarded as too uncertain a proposi- 
tion. as it is feared a great deal ofdt will 
have to be sold at a sacrifice. The corn re- 
ceived last fall and winter contained an un- 
usually large percentage of wet or soft grain. 
This mace necessary much more handling 
at added expense and corn shipped east ar- 
rived out of condition. Warm weather in 
March accentuated the difficulty and caused 
many heavy losses. 

It is possible that an attempt will be made 
by the board of trade creditors to have the 
affairs of the concern taken out of the hands 
of the receiver and liquidated on the same 
plan being attempted with the Burns-Yantis 
concegn, which nearly went into a receiver- 
ship on Monday. 

A meeting was called by Jacob Ringer, 
attorney for several of the creditors, at his 
office in the Fort Dearborn building. Later 
there was a conference between Andrew R. 
Sheriff, representing the receiver: John R. 
Goodwin, attorney for the Bank of Montreal, 
and Mr. Ringer for the creditors. It was 
stated that the affairs of the firm would be 
wound up as soon as possible, and the out- 
look was that creditors would be paid in full.

: South Side Regular Team Takes

St. Joseph, Mo,, April 6.—[Special.]—With 
their ranks practically intact, the White 
Sox Premiers won today from Jack Hol- 
land’s Drummers by a score of 4 to 2.

Rollie 
Zeider was the only regular missing from 
the lineup and he was out in uniform prac- 
ticing before the battle 

The Sox needed all their new strength to 
beat the local team, for their victory was 
a bit of a scratch, two winning runs in the 
seventh counting only because Clark dropped 
the ball at the plate after touching out 
Blackburne, who had been caught napping 
in a double steal started by Frank Smith, 
and ran to what looked like certain death. 

Lena, from Providence, also had one 
of her bad days in fielding, but none of 
the three boots charged to her cut any 
figure in the result. One muff which could 
not legally be called an error let in the first 
St. Joe run in the fourth. 


Sox Look Like Old Time Sox. 
The Sox looked better than they have in 
‘any previous game, not so much for what 
they did as for what they tried to do and 
failed. They were mixing up and switching 
their plays while at bat and would have 
kept a big league team guessing. Twice 
Fred Parent missed knocking off the lid of 
McNeil, St. Joe's third baseman, only be- 
cause he did not hit the ball squarely. 

Both times Parent was up where the sacri- 
fice was in order the third baseman played 
close in on top of the plate, looking for Fred’s bunt. 
Both times Fred cut loose instead of bunting, but 
luck interfered to save McNeil’s skull. The first 
time Parent foozled a slow roller and the second 
time fouled. 

Once Payne in a hit and run play with Purtell 
smashed a hot one nearsecond. Jones took the bail 
on the short bound and bluffed Umpire Theil into 
thinking it was caught on the fly, thereby doubling 
up Purtell off first. 

The Sox started after Swift as if they meant to 
give him a quick exit. Hahn smashed one three 
bagger to the left field fence and Collins poked an- 
other to the right field barrier. Parent singled and 
two runs were in. Fred was caught stealing. 
Gandil walked and also was nailed stealing after 
Dougherty flied. 

Those were the only runs the Sox ought to have 
made according to the way they played. Watson 
took Swift's place on the sleb in the fourth and 
allowed four hits in three innings but the Sox 
could not score on them. 


Smith’s Wild Pitch Costly. 


Smith, who pitched the whole game, was re- 
sponsible originally for St. Joe’s first run. Jones, 
first up in the fourth, struck out on a wild pitch 
which hit the grand stand. He reached first safely 
and in former years Smith would have deen 
charged with an error But the milemakers last 
winter decided this was not an error; consequently 
Smith got credit for a strikeout and was charged 
with a wild pitch only. Clark followed with a 
two bagger to right, Jones being stopped at third. 
McChesney, the former Cub recruit, hit sharply 
to Gandil and was out. Clark ran off second and 
was trapped by Gandil’s throw to Blackburne, 
but Lena muffed it, and that let Jones home. 
Blackburne recovered the ball in time to run out

The reports that corn is reaching the east out of 
condition has had a good deal to do with the weak- 
ness of the market, as well as the fact that prices 
have had to be slaughtered in order to effect sales 
at all. Conoerns that have had corn unhedged 
have been obliged to suffer material losses re- 
cently owing to the big break in prices. Asa re- 
sult of the slow demand some of the larger con- 
cerns here have not sold much of any corn for 
some time except in the pit. 


Chapin’s reporter from Lyle in regard to Kansas 
conditions said: ‘* Went from Hutchinson to 
Geneseo and then here. Conditions are certainly 
bad in Reno and Rice counties and so much dead 
wheat in them, there wil] be far greater abandon- 
ments than wheat allowed to remain. In all the 
bad counties there is some wheat that is good and 
some wheat that is fair. The great. damage lies 
in ten counties.. They are large wheat counties, 
averaging about 120,000 acres each. If entirely 
abandoned, there will remain 5,000,000 acres. On 
this the crop wijl depend and rains will determine. 
Thera is damage in many other counties, but they 
are smaller in acreage. and I am thinking their 
shortcoming will be met by what may be raised in 
the ten counties alluded to. There are big prepara- 
tions to plant corn where wheat is abandoned, and 
machinery sales are good. Many oats have been 
seeded, but Kansas has never amounted to much in 
raising oats.’’ 


The announcement that W. H. Merritt & Co.

CHICAGO, April 6.—Light receipts forced buyers 
to pay 106180 higher for sheep and cattle, but were 
of no benefit to the market for hogs, and further 
recessions of 5@10c were recorded in prices of the 
latter before the close of business. Packers and 
shippers fought the upward tendency of steer values 
to the best of their ability, but they could not 
discount the meagerness of the supply and paid the 
part appreciations demanded, although they de- 
layed the trade and waited until the last minute 
before filling orders. Outside buyers bid steady 
to Se lowerefor hogs at the opening, but packers 
held back until late in the day and made up their 
droves at a recession of largely 10c. Disappointing 
receipts of sheep and lambs were accentuated by 
the appearance of more urgent eastern shipping or- 
ders, and salesmen disposed of all their holdings 
within a few hours at a full gain of 10@15c for the 
bulk and an upturn of De for occasional lots of 
particularly attractive offerings. 

CATTLE. 

Supplies were strongly in favor of the sellers, 
but a moderate demand for beef steers, with only 
a semi-demcralized dressed beef market in back 


“of it, was not promissory of any big bulge in val- 


ues, regardless of how small the supply of steers 
happened to be, and salesmen were made well 
aware of this fact before the close of business. 
Fresh receipts were posted at 11,500 head, but it 
was not expected that more than 11,000 cattle would 
get in on time for the market, as the movement 
of trains was unusually slow, and sellers had it in 
mind to squeeze buyers for an upturn of at least 
25c all along the line. Stock on the market in first 
rounds was held at this appreciation, but none of it 
sold on that basis, and when the smoke of battle 
cleared sellers were forced to acknowledge that 
they did not get more than 10e higher for the 
bulk of their holdings, While only a few lots of 
medium weight steers showed as much as l5c ad- 
vance. 

Best sales were made at $8.66. or the same as on 
Monday, and a liberal number of loads of prime 
heavy steers cleared at $8.00@8.55, including a 
string of 201 head at even money. Medium killers 
landed at $6.35@7.50, and showed more gain than 
any other class. Competition in the market for 
butcher stock was almost as keen as at any time 
three weeks ago, when values were at a record 
level, and salesmen secured 10@15c, and in some 
cases 25c, higher for theirholdings. The big gains 
were confined to the better grades of heavy beef 
cows and fat heifers, however, and canners and 
cutters were not much better than firm. Bulls 
cleared at firm to 10c higher prices, while calves 
hel steady at the big decline enforced Tuesday.
